Tut Fourteen Thousand Additional 
Men Obey President Shaffer's Or­ 
der-Total Number Now Out la 
About Sixty Thousand—Striker* 
Make Gams During the Day With 
Prospecta ef Further Accessions. 
Pittsburg. Aug. 13.—The struggle 
tor mastery between, manufacturers 
and men In the steel Industry is now 
fairly launched and on the first sbuw 
of strength advantage Is with the for­ 
mer. The general strike order issued 
by President Shaffer of the Amalga­ 
mated Association has so far been 
obeyed by only about 14,900 men. ac­ 
cording to the best figures obtainable 
here. The first two preliminary calls 
were answered by about 45,000 men, 
so that the total number now out is 
in the neighborhood of 49.000. The 
strikers made gains here during the 
day and their prospecta for further 
accessions at both McKeesport and 
Wheeling doling the week are eery 
favorable. . The action of the Amalga­ 
mated men at Chicago. Joliet and Bay 
View In refusing to come out and 
their failure to secure sny recruits la 
the Carnegie group throughout the 
KI ski ml netas valley and the big plants 
at Youngstown and Columbus, O.. 
have been markedly disappointing to 
them. They are keeping up the fight, 
however, in a spirited manner and 
claim that they have strength in re­ 
serve which will surprise their oppo­ 
nents. They assort that they have 
gained a foothold In the Carnegie 
mills In this city snd at the time de­ 
sired the men will come out. They 
•re pressing their ad vintages at Mc­ 
Keesport and Wheeling and their or­ 
ganisers are still at work in those two 
cities. 
Appeal for Financial Aid. 
An appeal for finarla! aid has been 
made to organised %bor and tbe gen­ 
eral public and It Is expected that the 
felpeasen In It will be liberal. The 
Amalgamated leaders were not, dis­ 
posed to do much talking. They would 
not discuss the desertion of their 
Western fellows. 
The men who are directing tbe fight 
In the field for the steel corporation 
and Its constituent companies would 
give no indication of their plans for 
the future and would only discuss the 
situation generally. Their reports 
showed that the Carnegie group, South 
Chicago. Bay View, Joliet. Youngs 
town. Columbus, the Klsklminetas val­ 
ley group, WellsvlJle and Moneasen 
were moving along full headed. Bel­ 
ial re, their advices showed, was bad­ 
ly crippled, but world be started up 
again in the morning. They admitted 
the loss of the National Rolling mill 
at McKeesport which they had ex­ 
pected to hold, snd that the Boston 
mill and Monongabela steel works at 
McKeesport and the Republic and 
Elba here were tied up. Their tube 
workers at McKeesport and here were

To the charge O'Neil plead not 
guilty. 
This was a surprise to some 
of his friends for it was thought that 
he would enter a plea of guilty aud 
take the fine. 
He certainly has con­ 
fessed to not a few that he was some­ 
what to blame. 
He says that he 
went after something and got the 
worst of it and it is understood is 
willing to shake hands with Hurley 
and bury the hatchet. 
His case was 
continued until Thursday, August, 
22. 
He was admitted to bail in the 
sum of $100 which was quickly put 
up. 
Andrew Johnson, the mail who 
after Officer Elurley's helmet had 
* 
fallen off, kicked it and trampled it 
in the mud was only charged with 
drunkeness and on pleading guilty 
was fined only the usual dose of $7.40. 
John McKinney was also allowed 
to plead to the charge of disorderly 
conduct. 
He entered a plea of guilty 
and was fined $10 which he paid. He 
is claimed to have interferred with an 
officer. 
The last man. John Larson, did 
not think that he had been disorderly 
and entered a plea of not guilty and 
his case was continued uutil Wed­ 
nesday morning. 
There are all kinds of stories in 
the air and of course O ’Neils’ friends 
think he got the worst of it in the 
deal. 
It is claimed by a few reput­ 
able people who saw O ’Neil lx*ing 
taken to jail that he was kicked and 
slapped in the face and on the head 
even after the handcuffs were on.
